Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  sorry  this  Report  is  late  in  being  presented,  the  principal  reason  for 
this  being  the  lateness  of  the  receipt  of  essential  figures  from  the  Ministry  and 
Registrar  General. 

It  is  only  a short  one  in  confoi-mity  with  the  advice  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  which  asks  that  a sm.all  typewritten  report  should  bo  irade  containing  only  the 
more  important  facts. 

Populati  on. 


The  resident  population  given  for  the  year  193  9 was  20^930  and  tho  population 
at  the  date  of  the  1931  census  was  17,972. 

Births  . 


The  number  of  live  births  was  422,  215  male  and  207  female,  and  tho  nvimbor  of 
still-births  vras  21,  12  male  and  9 femrLle . 

The  birth  rate  was  20.1  per  1,000  population. 


Deaths . 


There  were  183  deaths,  98  vaIc  and  85  female,  which  on  an  estimated  population 
of  20,930  gives  an  annual  death  rate  of  3.7  per  1,000  population.  Of  these  deaths 
the  largest  incidence  was  from 

Heart  Disease  - 19  males  and  19  femialcs. 

Cancer  - 10  me.le  s and  10  females. 

Congenital  Debility 

and  premature  births  - 14  males  and  4 females. 

Tubercular  Disease  - 11  males  and  4 females. 

There  wore  27  d'  ths  in  children  under  1 year  of  ago,  which  gives  an 
infantile  death  rate  of  64  per  1,000  births# 

Notifiable  Diseases. 


There  was  a marked  diminution  in  tho  number  of  those  cases,  there  being  only 
205  in  comparison  with  323  the  previous  year*. 

This  has  mainly  come  about  through  the  fact  that  there  wore  only  47  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  compared  with  163  for  the  previous  year,  and  at  tho  same  time  there 
were  15  cases  less  of  diphtheria,  87  against  102  in  1938  . 

All  these  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  all  tho  scarlet  fever  cases 
recovered;  of  tho  co-sos  of  diphtheria  I have  to  report  that  sovon  diod. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  four  cases  of  that  dangerous  disease  corebro 
spinal  meningitis  wore  notified  and  removed  to  hospital  and  that  all  of  them  recovered. 
In  addition  to  these  there  were  24  notifications  of  tuberculosis,  12  male  and  12  female 
of  v/hich  10  male  wore  pulmonary  and  2 non-pulmonary  and  5 female  pulmonary  and  7 non- 
pu  Imom  ry  •

MADAM  MD  GE^ITLEMEN, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  herewith  my  fourteenth 
annual  report  which  covers  the  activities  of  my  department  during  the 
year  1939. 

Due  to  the  war,  the  Ministry  of  Health  intim.ated  that  annual 
reports  should  be  brief  but  I have  endeavoured  to  make  this  report 
as  comprehensive  as  possible  seeing  that  work  was  carried  on  fairly 
normally  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  year.  At  this  point,  I 
cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the  regret  v/hich  I feel  for  the 
changes  and  upset  caused  by  the  outbreak  of  war.  Just  at  a time 
when  the  benefits  of  work  done  in  preceding  years  was  being  felt| 
when  mtany  useful  public  health  acts  were  coming  into  operation  and 
when  there  was  a distinct  possibility  of  the  atmospheric  pollution 
nuisance  being  largely  abated,  everything  should  be  changed  by  war. 
Three  out  of  four  of  my  permanent  staff  are  serving  with  H.M. 

Forces  and  practically  all  public  health,  work  is  neglected  for  the 
more  pressing  needs  of  the  Casualty  Services. 

However,  with  the  return  of  peace  it  may  be  possible  to 
continue  the  good  vrork,  the  foundations  of  which  have  been  firmly 
laid  in  the  past  years. 

Once  more,  I wish  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  support  given 
by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the 
loyal  and  capable  assistance  from  the  members  of  my  staff.

It  is  customary  to  remove  and  disinfect  books  from  infected  houses, 
and  during  the  year  148  bookb'  were  treated  before  being  returned  to 
circulation. 

' . VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

Luring  the  year,  forty-six  complaints  of  verminous  premises  w’ere 
received,  eight  council  houses  and  eighteen  others  were  bug  infested. 
Appropriate  steps  were  taken  in  each  case. 

The  remaining  twenty  cases  of  other  infestations  were  suitably 
dealt  with.
